MADISON, Dec. '6.— irKe annual report 


of State Superintendent Gary is now in 
the hands of the printer and will be is- 
sued within a few days. It shows that 
the number of school children in the 
states between the: ages of 4 and 20 
years is 772:(iS4. Lust year there were 
773,857, showing a falling off of nearly 
1,200. This is accounted for, by the 
theory that the rep'orts 'from the joint 
school districts are more accurate this 
year, 'the scholars in1 such districts here- 
tofore having been reported twiee. In 
1904 there were 770,304 school children 
in the stale.

state is 371,020, as compared with 370,- 
370 in 1903, and 383,019 in 1904.

FEMALE LABOR INCREASES, 


A comparison of the study of the re- 


port of the labor commisMoner' reveals 
the fact ' <-hnt' while child labor during 
the past eighteen months has decreased 
on account of the more rigid enforce- 
ment of the child labor laws, the em- 
ployment of female labor has increased 
about 32 per cent. The. increase in em- 
ployment of male labor has increased on- 
ly in proportion lo the increase in the 
number of factories and shops started 
•while, tho increase in the employment of 
female labor has increased nearly four 
times as much. To remedy this, a law 
is1 proposed limiting the hours during 
which women can work at any occupa- 
tion in factories and shops' to eight. This 
it is believed would result in solving the 
servant girl problem to a certain extent, 
an1 the •women who could not be employ- 
ed more than ( eight hours in factories 
Wvinild likely accept employment in pri- 
vate homcB.

2y2 cents pel' mile ' has been suggested 
but does not meet with favor and a decis 
ion to order a 2-ceut rate at some fu 
lure date in order to'give the railroads 
the opportunity'to'• adjust service and 
prepare for the reduced revenue has also 
been suggested. The validity of such an 
order has been questioned and that point 
is being carafuly looked up.

WASHINGTON,' Dec.- 6.—The annual 


report of the comptroller of the curren- 
cy was made public today: 


It appears there ha* been an increase 


in hunks from November 9, 1905, to Sep- 
tember 4, 1906, from 5,833 to 0,137, and 
that loans and discounts, representing 
over 50 per cent'of the banks' aggregate 
resources, steadily increased from $4,- 
01<i,735.4!)7.0n on November, 9, 1903, to 
$4,298,983,316.11, on September 4, 1906. 
The aggregate resources were $8,016,021,- 
0(iG on September 4. Over three-fourths 
of the resources of the banks are in loans, 
bonds, securities, etc., and lawful money, 
the loans amounting to ,$4,29S,9H3,310. 


The affairs of -378' insolvent jnatidnal 


banks have been 'fully settled and the 
receiverships terminated. 
...The. records shOjW.-.that creditors ..real- 
ized on their claim's a total of SO.S8-pcr; 
'cent.

From an examination of the returns 


submitted with respect to the -rate of 
interest paid on savings accounts it will 
be noted that the maximum rate is 4.50 
per cent, the "minimum rate 3 per cent. 
The estimated average rate is 3.545 per 
cent, a slight decrease in the estimated 
average interest rate of 3.55 per cent in 
1905.° . 
BUILDING AND LOAN ASSOCIATIONS 


The receipts and 
disbursements of 


building nnd loan associations of the 
United States, as shown' by the report, 
were $38,000,000 in excess of tne prev- 
ious year, the receipts from weekly dues 
being" $15,000,000 more than in the prior 
year. There was also a. large increase 
in the earnings, aggregating $5,204,204 
more than in .the year, before, as the 
mortgage loans were over $22,000,000 in 
excess of the previous year. 


SCHOOL SAVINGS BANKS. 


Statistics relating to the operation of 


school savings banks of the United States 
in existence on January 1, 1906, have 
been received through the courtesy .of 
J. H, Thiry, of Long Island City, N. Y. 
From Mr. Thiry's report it appears that 
the school .savings bank system is now 
in operation in 1,023 schools of 122 cit- 
ies of 25 states, and the pupils of these 
schools have deposited $4,864,575.08, of 
which $3,041,015.86 has been withdrawn, 
leaving a balance of $1,223,500.32 due 
depositors on January 1, 1906. 


MONEY IN UNITED STATES. 


The stock of money in the United 


States on June 30, 1906, amounted to 
$3,069,900,000, 
of which $2,162,000,000 


was in coin (including bullion in the 
treasury) and $907,000,000 in 
United 


States notes and national bank notes. 
The estimated population of the coun- 
try on that date was 84,022,000, giving 
an 
average circulation per capita, of 


$3242, against a percapita of $31,08 for 
1905 and $21.10 in 1806. .

CHAIRMAN TAKES THE FLOOR. 


Chairman Kampcr took the floor and 


remarked in • the same strain, being of 
the opinion that the system was wrong 
and that too much attention wns pnid 
to the matter by some of the menibers. 
He believed that the report of the super- 
visor of assessments was about as near 
right as any that could be made al- 
though he did not favor the work o.f 
that ofliciai in some ways. An

hod been made to get at the real value 
of the property in the several town's and 
villages and this was the only true and 
just basis that could be used. He charg- 
ed that the first thing some of the meni- 
bers of the board did when they cama 
to the city was to size up the members 
and see if some kind of a report could 
not be framed up that would pass. 


AMENDMENT OFFERED 'LOST. 


Supervisor Ayers of the town of Bur- 


lington offered an amendment to the re- 
port of the committee to the effect that 
the equalization report of 1905, after be- 
ing raised 50 per cent and 75 and 25 per 
cent be assessed against the town and 
village of Waterford which have been 
divided since last year, be made the 
basis of equalization for this year.

The' special committo of the county 


•board, which recently inspected the sew- 
nge system of the. Insane, asylum, with 
regard.to replacing it. by" a better and 
mere up to date system made its report 
t•• the board today: and its recommenda- 


tions were adopted. 
The committee 


recommends ^that. the ..present .system, 
which was installed yearn .ago .be entire- 
ly replaced. The committee, visited the 
asylum laStiMonday,- accompanied by the 
engineer-and'.Tpii.ml thai, a ,wide swala 
traversed"-the entire length of the land 
in a southeasterly -.direction and that 
this could with comparatively,small ex- 
pense bo utilized to "carry' water across 
the land, at a considerable savi-ng-to the 
county, as well as avoiding the waste of 
much water. The present system it was 
learned, is inadequate and entirely too 
small. The recommendations of the com- 
mittee arc that a 1200 foot sewer, in- 
cluding- a pass from, the present septic 
tank to the new plant- be installed; a 
new dozing tank n'nd six syphoons and 
six new filter beds be installed. The to- 
tal cost of the new system will-be $2,- 
430 and.the''work will probably bo-be- 
gun at oncn. A large share of the work 
of installing the new system can be done 
by the inmates ofthc asylum, at a large 
saving to the county.

Ever since that time complaints of the 
granting of rebates by railroads has been 
common, 'urgent! Insistent, and altho 
th« congress has repeatedly,, past legis- 
lation endeavoring to put a stop to this 
evil, 'the difficulties of obtaining proof 
upon which to bring prosecution. In these 
cases IB so great' that this is the-first 
case that has ever been brought, in', this 
court, and, as I'am informed, this case 
and one .recently brought in Philadelphia 
'are the only cases that have ever been 
brought In the eastern part of this coun- 
try. 
In fact, but f«w cases of this kind 
have ever been brought in this country, 
east or west. Now. under these circum- 
stances; I am forced to the conclusion. 
In a case In which the proof Is so clear 
and th? facts are so flagrant, It is th« 
duty of the court to fix a penalty which 
shall In some degree be commensurate 
with the gravity of the offense. As be- 
tween the two defendants, In my opinion, 
the principal penalty should b* Imposed 
on the corporation.

Eraxiom br Technicalities. 


In connection with thin matter, I would 
like to call attention to the very unsat- 
isfactory «tate of our criminal law. re- 
•ulttnc in large part -from the habit ot 
setting aside the judgments ot Inferior 
courts on technicalities absolutely un- 
connected with th« merit* of the case, 
and where there is no attempt to show 
that there has been any failure of sub- 
stantial Justice. It would bo well to on- 
act a law providing something to the 
effect that: 
No judgment shall be s»t aside or new 
trial granted In .any cause, civil or'crim- 
inal, on tbe ground of misdirection of the 
jury or the Improper admission or re^ 
jectlon of evidence, or for error as to any 
matter of pleading or procedure unless, 
in the opinion of. the court to which, the 
application Is made, after an examina- 
tion of the entire cause, it shall affirma- 
tively appear that the error complained 
of has resulted in a miscarriage of 
justice, 


. Injunction". 


In my,last message I suggested the en- 
actment of a law in connection with tbe 
Issuance of Injunctions, attention hav- 
ing been sharply drawn to the matter 
by the demand that the right of apply- 
in*; injunction!) In labor cases should be 
wholly abolished. It is at least doubtful 
whether a law abolishing altogether the 
use of Injunctions in. such cases would 
stand the test of the courts; In which 
ca»e of i course the legislation would be 
Ineffective. Moreover, I believe It would 
•be wrong altogether to prohibit the use 
of injunctions. -It .la criminal to permit 
'sympathy with criminals 'to weaken our 
•hands in upholding the law; and if men 
••ek to destroy life or property by mob 
violence there should be no Impairment 
•of tho power of the courts, to dial with 
them in the most summary and effective 
.way possible- But so far as possible the 
abuseof the power should be provided 
against by some such law as I advocated 
Uln 3tW«>matter of Injunctions there is 
lodged lathe handl of the Judiciary a 
necessary power which Is nevertheless 
subject M) the possibility- of grave abuse.

'dealing with disorder. "But there must 
likewise be no such. abuse of, the In- 
junctlve power as is implied In forbidding 
laborinc men' to strive" fof-nhelr own bet- 
terment, in peaceful and,, lawful ways; 
nor must the Injunction be used merely 
'to aid tome big corporation In carrying 
out schemes for Its own aggrandizement. 
'.It must be remembered that a prelim- 
inary injunction in' a 'labor 
case, if 
granted -without adequate proof (even 
when, authority can 'be found to support 
the conclusions of law 'on which It Is 
founded), may often settle the dispute 
between the parties; and therefore If 
Improperly granted may do Irreparable 
wrong. Vet there are many, judges who 


asBume a matter-of-fact course granting 
of a preliminary Injunction to be the 
ordinary and proper Judicial disposition. 
of such cases; and there have undoubt- 
edly been flagrant wrongs committed 
by Judges In connection with labor dls- . 
nutes evan within the last few years, 
&ltho .1, think much, less often, than..in 
former years. Such Judges by their un- 
wlee.action Immensely 
strengthen the 
hands of those .who are striving .entirely 
to do awaywith the-power of.Injunction; 
and therefore-,such, careless use of. th» 
injunctlvo process tends to threaten Its 
very existence, for if the American peo- 
ple ever become • convinced that, this 
process Is habitually Abused, whether In 
matters affecting labor or In matters af- 
fecting corporations, it will be well-nicb. 
Impossible to prevent1: Its abolition. 


Criticism of the Jfndlclnry. 


It may be the highest-duty' of a Judea 
.at any given moment - to disregard, not 
merely the wishes 
of 
individuals of 
groat political- or financial power, but 
ths overwhelming tido.of. public senti- 
ment, and the Judge ,who does thus dis- 
regard public sentiment when It is wrong, 
who brushes aside the plea of any spe- 
cial Interest whnn . the pleading Is not 
founded on .righteousness, performs the 
highest service to the country. Such a 
judge is deserving of all honor; and all 
honor cannot be paid to this wlso and 
fearless Judge'if we1 pormlt tho growth 
of an- absurd convention which would 
forbid any criticism of: the Judge ot an- 
other type, who-shows himself timid'in 
the presence of arrogant disorder, or 
who on insufficient grounds grants an in- 
junction that does grave Injustice, or 
who In hts capacity as a construer, and 
therefore In part a maker of the law. 
In flagrant fashion thwarts the causa of 
decent government. The judR'e has a 
power over which no review can be exer- 
cised; he himself alts in review upon the 
acts • of both the executive and legisla- 
tive branches of tho government; save 
in the most extraordinary cases he is 
amenable only at the bar of public opin- 
ion; and It-is unwise to maintain that 
public opinion In reference to a man 
with such power shall neither be exprest 
nor led. 
The best judges have ever been fore- 
most to disclaim 
any Immunity 
from 
criticism. This has been true since the 
days of the great English 'Lord Chancel- 
lor Parker, who said: "Let all people 
be at liberty t« know what I found my 
Judgment upon; that, no when I have 
given It in any cause, others may .be at 
liberty to judge of me:" The propriet1e» 
•of the. caae were set forth wlth'-slngular 
clearness and good temper by Judge w. 
H. Taft, when a United States circuit 
Judge, H years ago, In 1895: 
"The opportunity freely and publicly 
to criticize judi»lal action Is of vastly 
more Importance to the body politic than 
the immunity of courts and judges from 
unjust aspersions and attack. Nothing 
tends more to render Judges careful In 
their decisions and anxiously, solicitous 
to do- exac,t Justice .than the conscious-. 
jieas that every act of theirs la to' ba 
subjected to the intelligent scrutiny an«l 
.candid ..criticism . of their 
fellow-men.! 
Such criticism Is'beneficial In proportion 
as-it'In i sir, -dispassionate, discriminating 
and based on a knowledge of sound legal 
principles:' ' •' The ''comments made '*7i 
learned text - writers and by the- -acute 
editors of the various law reviews; upon 
Judicial decl&Aoiu are therefore highly; 
usijf ul. . Such crltlcfl, constitute more ot 
less 'Impartial tribunals of professional 
, opinion before, which each Judgment, Is 
made .to stand or fall on Its merlin, and 
thus • exert1: a strong Influence to securd 
uniformity of decision. But-non-profes- 
sional criticism also Is by no means 
.without Its'uses, even If accompanied, 03 
it often is, by a direct attack upon the 


- Judicial fairness and motives of the occu- 
. pants of the bench; for i? the law la but 
"the essemce of common sense, the pro- 
test of many average men may evidence 
a defect in a Judicial conclusion, tho 
based on the nicest legal reasoning and 
profoundest learning. The two impcrtant 
elements of moral character In a Judgs 
are on earnest deslri to reach a just 
conclusion and cournRi to enforce It. In- 
sofar as fear of public- comment does net 
affect the courage of a Juds«, but-only 
spurs him on to search his oonslcecw^ 
and to roach the result which approves 
Itself to his inmost heart, such comment 
serves a useful purpose. There are few 
men, whether they are Judges -for life 
or for* a shorter ..term,: who do not-prefer. 
earn and hold the respect of ill, and'who 
cannot be reached and1.-made -to -pause 
and deliberate.by hostile public criticism. 
In the cose of Judges having a life tenure 
Indeed, 'their .very 'Independence .makes

Dancer of Race Hatred. 


. Moreover, where any crime comml.l- 
.ted by a .member, of. one race against 
a member of .another' race is avenged 
,ln such fashion that It-seems as. If not 
'the individual criminal, but the whole 
''race, is attacked, -the' result is to exas- 
jjerato to the highest,degree race feel-. 
Ing. There is but one safe rule In, 
dealing with black men' as with white I }«" 
"men: it is the .same, rule that must be ,-ku: 
''applied In dealing with rich men and 
poor men; that is, to treat each man. 
whatever his color, his creod, or his 
social position, '-with even-handed jus- 
tice on his real worth as a man. White 
people owe it quite as much to them- 
selves as to the colored race to treat 
well the colored jnan who shows by 
his life-that he deserves "Such treat- 
ment; for it is surely the'highest wis- 
dom to encourage In. the colored race 
all those individuals who are honest.
